Initiate children early in life Into the 
problems of practical everyday arith ­ 
metic. Let them learn by their own ex­ 
perience th a t a penny spent is a penny 
gone, aud you will save them many 
m istakes and unhappiness in the fu-

Wherever there is an assembly of the 
Knights of Labor similar proceedings 
will be taken to ascertain why th e law 
is not enforced." 
Severance Interested In the Matter. 
Grand Master Workman Severance, 
of the Knights of Labor, who at pres­ 
ent is in this city, is taking quite an 
interest in the matter, and several 
secret conferences were held in At­ 
torney Lipscomb's office in reference 
to the proceedings which are about to 
he taken. 
A conference of prominent 
Knights of Labor and members of the 
American Anti-Trust league was also 
held on the same subject. 
A letter was read from ex Attorney 
General Monnett, of Ohio, a member 
of the executive committee of th ■ 
league, in which he advocated that 
J he league proceedings suggested he 
taken against the steel trust. 
"We can reach them directly now in 
Ohio," lie said, "where ive have a 
strong anti-trust lawn 
We can till the 
jails with violators of the anti-trust 
law just as fast as the other side can 
fill the jails with workingmen for con­ 
tempt of c ourt." 
Attorney General Knox is out of the 
city and will not return until Monday. 
Assistant Attorney General Hoyt said 
that no papers in the proceedings bad 
j e t been served at the attorney gen 
eral’s office. 
Columbus, O., Aug. IO.— Form er At- 
tcrney General Frank S. Monnett said 
it was true, as wired from Washing 
ton. that he had been asked to take 
j, part in the legal war to be made by 
the Amalgamated association against 
the steel trust. 
Monnett Said He Had Accepted.

a law to encourage tree-planting. 
The new m easure, now in effect, 
provides that any person who shall 
transplant any fruit, shade or forest 
tree of suitable size 
along the high­ 
way on his prem ises shall be allowed 
one dollar in abatem ent of his road 
taxes for every two trees. The same 
allowance shall be made 
for 
trees 
transplanted In place 
of those that 
may have died, and also for those that 
may be growing 
by 
the 
roadside 
through cultivated lands. The abate­ 
m ent in no case, however, is 
to 
be 
more than one fourth of a person's an­ 
nual road tax. 
Trees lining country roads, if 
at­ 
tention is given them, will not only 
add to the 
beauty of the landscape 
but greatly to the value of t he land. 
If fruit trees were planted along the 
tens of thousands of miles of country 
roads in Ohio the value of the crop 
th a t would be produced would in a 
very brief period repay the cost of the 
work of planting ten tim es over. Penn­ 
sylvania, by the passage of this la\^ 
has set an example which other states 
could copy with great profit.

Washington, Aug. HL—The 
situa­ 
tion in Colombia and Venezuela con­ 
tinued to oc( upy much of the attern 
lion of the officials here, and while 
it wa $ not felt that affairs had reached 
a serlvus aspect, yet it was appreciat­ 
ed that both the official aud unofficial 
advices indicated a condition of af­ 
fairs which might mean war between 
Colombia and Venezuela, complicat­ 
ed bv revolutionary outbreaks in both 
countries. 
Tile state department re­ 
ceived a rather lengthy mail com­ 
munication 
from 
Consul 
General 
Gudger, at Panama, and though this 
was dated nearly a month ago, it told 
<>t the landing of a revolutionary ex­ 
pedition. and expressed the current 
I elief held at Panama that this would 
Ut followed by other expeditions. The 
department also received a letter from 
Mr. J. Edward Simmons, of New York. 
I resident of the Panama railroad, con­ 
firming his communication of Thurs­ 
day relative to trouble on the Isth­ 
mus. and stating that the superintend 
t nt of the road had advised him as to 
i he depredations of an insurgent band, 
vshich did not number, however, much 
oyer 50 men. 
More serious aspect of i 
the m atter was presented in the press ! 
dispatches from Willemstad, stating 
that Colombians again had invaded 1 
' ’enezuela.
